006.564E  Endorsement Program Requirements:  Standard Nebraska teacher education 
institutions of higher education offering this endorsement program must have on file, 
within the institution, a plan which identifies the courses and the course completion 
requirements which the institution utilizes to grant credit toward completion of this 
endorsement. The courses will shall incorporate the Nebraska social studies/history 
content standards found in 92 NAC 10 into the curriculum as applicable to the grade level 
endorsement.
